In order to meet the w'hohv/ale in­ 
crease. local b utchers are selling b eef 
steak from IT'-i cents a pound to 25

New York, March 31.—This

York and throu ghou t the cou ntry to­ 


day many thou sands of hu mans are 


celebrating the sixtieth 
anniv ersary 


of the fou nding of modern sp iritu al­ 


ism. And, if the mediu ms arc to be 
believ ed, there is also great rejoicing 
among the cou ntless millions of sp ir­ 
its, m ahatm as 
and 
gu ides 
of the 
sp irit land. It was ju st sixty years 
ago today that the famou s Fox sis­ 
ters are alleged to hav e held thci» * 
first conv erse witli tbp sp irits, and 
so fou nded a sect that has its dev :- 
tees and its chu rches and temp les in 
nearly ev ery city in the land. 
That sp iritu alism today is not as 
strong in membership and influ ence 
as it was two decades ago is gener­ 
ally admitted. The national organi­ 
zation, while still in existence, lacks 
the m ilitant sp irit that characterizfd 
its earlier p rop aganda.

u ms hav e done mu ch to bring sp irit­ 
u alism into disrep u te.
